2) PRESENTATION OF EACH PAPERS RESUME FOR 10 MINUTES 
AT THE SEMINAR; 

3) DISCUSSION OF EACH PAPER FOR 20 MINUTES; 

4) THIRD AND FOURTH DAY OF SEMINAR TO BE DEVOTED TO 
COMBINED US AND USSR TOPICS PROPOSED BY THE TWO PARTIES. 

C) NEMZEK NOV. 1, 1974 LETTER TO KAZACHKOVSKY WITH COPY 
TO MYAKINKOV EMPHASIZED US INTEREST IN EXPLORING ON 
RECIPROCAL BASIS INDUSTRIAL PHASES OF SODIUM COMPONENT 
TESTING. USSR SIDE IS REQUESTED TO INCLUDE IN POST- 
SEMINAR ITINERARY FOR USDEL SITES OF SUCH TESTING, IN 
ADDITION TO APPROPRIATE LABORATORIES AND FAST BREEDER 
INSTALLATIONS.
